Tile period from Nov. 1 to 
20 has been designated for 
the mailing of Christmas 
parcels by surface transpor¬ 
tation to members of our 
Armed Forces Overseas, 
Postmaster Charles E, Louk 
announced this week. Par¬ 
cels sent by airmail should 
be sent from Dec. 1 to 10. 

"Letters and greeting 
cards for the Armed Forces 
should also be mailed with¬ 
in the periods designated,” 
the postmaster said, "if they 
are to have a reasonable ex¬ 
pectation of delivery by 
Christmas.” 

The term “Armed Forces 
Overseas” includes person- 
ned of our Armed Forces, 
members of their families 
and authorized U, S. Civil¬ 
ians employed overseas, who 
receive their mail through 
an APO, New York, San 
Francisco or Seattle, the 
Fleet Post Office, New York 
or San Francisco and the 
Navy Post Office, care Post¬ 
master, Seattle, Mr. Louk ex¬ 
plained. 

PERSONS sending parcels 
and other mail by surface 
transportation to individuals 
overseas not in our Armed 
Forces should observe the 
following mailing dates: Af¬ 
rica and the Near East, Nov. 
1, and Europe and South and 
Central America, Nov. 10. 
Air mail should reach its 
destination before Christmas 
if mailed by Dec. 10, Post¬ 
master Louk added. 

The postmaster also re¬ 
minded patrons that they 
should check with the post 
office regarding size and 
weight limitations and other 
requirements for mail to for¬ 
eign countries. Containers of 
wood, metal or solid fibre- 
board are preferable, he said, 
and sufficient cushioning 
material should be used so 
the contents will be tightly 
packed to prevent rattling 
and to reduce the possibility 
of damage by crushing. A 
slip should also be enclosed 
in the package giving names 
of senders and addressees.

For The Southland, Yes! 

Ali weli-informed people admit that there should be 
reapportionment of the California State Senate giving 
Southern California equitable representation, and this can 
be obtained through approval of Proposition 15 at Tues¬ 
day’s election. Proposition 15 is the last measure on the 
ballot, but it is certainly not the least important, 'fo Los 
Angeles and the other southern counties it may be the most 
important issue on the ballot, save the Presidential election. 

The southern counties, with 60.8 per cent of the state 
population, now have only 29 per cent of the senatorial 
representation, while the northern counties with 39.2 per 
cent of the population have 71 per cent of the senators. Is 
that fair? Of course, not. 

'rhree small northern counties, with a population of 
33,900, have one senator whereas Los Angeles County with 
6,000,000 population has only one senator. Is there anything 
fair about that? 

★ ★ * 

THESE three northern counties receive in state subsi¬ 
dies a total of $4,612,205 which is $1,237,782 more than they 
pay in state taxes. Their total money received from the 
state is more than the taxes they pay. 

Opponents of Proposition 15 claim this is the “Federal 
Plan” and should not be changed. But it is not the “Fed¬ 
eral Plan.” If it were it would mean each county would 
have one senator regardless of population, area or amount 
of taxes paid. The present system was voted in 1926 when 
the North had more population than the South and was 
approved with South casting large majorities in opposition 
to the system. 

Proposition 15 does not provide that senators be allot¬ 
ted on a population basis. U it did, Los Angeles County 
would be entiUed to 16 of the 40 senators. What it does 
do is to divide the state senators equally between the ten 
counUes lying south of a line including San Luis Obispo 
and Kern counties. Los Angeles County would have a max¬ 
imum of seven senators; it now has only one. 

The plan would give equal representation to the ten 
counties which pay more than 65 per cent of the taxes, 
have 60.8 per cent of the population and 47.7 per cent of 
the state’s area. It is important when it comes to decisions 
involving state finances and allocations of state funds. 

★ ★ ★ 

FROM the start of California’s statehood to 1926, sen- 
.ators were elected by population, ’Then in 1926, the present 
system was adopted. It was argued this would take away 
the power of the large cities and provide more conserva¬ 
tism by placing the power in the mountain and farm 
counties. 

But the result has been that the northern senators have 
used this power to enrich their own counties while disre¬ 
garding the needs of the South. 

It is apparent that it is time for another change in the 
system. The 20-20 division is fair and essential to provide 
adequate safeguards for the heavily populated and tax- 
paying counties of the south. 

Vote "YES” on Proposition 15.

We Back Proposition I 

Last year. Gov. Edmund G. Brown exerted all the pres¬ 
sure and prestige of his new office backed by an imposing 
victory looming large behind him (most of which has been 
dissipated) to get the Feather River water project through 
the State Senate. He expected that the proposal would 
represent a major achievement for his administration. 

The Governor’s administration is limping badly through 
his numerous failures, displaying conclusively his lack of 
political or even statesmanship know-how, and this is true 
of the water situation in which in his arguments with the 
Metropolitan Water District he has backed thither and yon, 
at times giving the impression that he has yielded to the 
bitter antagonisms of the North which doesn’t want South¬ 
ern California to have any additional water at any time or 
at any price despite the fact that we would pay the major 
share for any such improvement. 

★ ★ ★ 

ALL THIS, however, should not obscure the patent fact 
that both Southern California and the Central Valley need 
more water—need it badly, and it is the opinion of this 
newspaper that despite the drawbacks manifest in the 
$1,750 million bond issue, it DOES make a starting place in 
the years-old struggle to solve California’s water problem. 

’True, a crucial objection is that a contract with the 
MWD, largest channeler of water, would not become opera¬ 
tive until after the 1961 Legislature. This 90 days or so 
could prove detrimental for Southern California, for the 
Legislature, with an antagonistic northern - controlled 
Senate, could emasculate an acceptable contract by chang¬ 
ing the statute which governs the project. 

The fact that MWD wanted certain contractural partic¬ 
ulars about water delivery put into writing before the 
election so that it could recommend to its millions of 
Southern California water users that they vote for Propo¬ 
sition I with the assurance that they would get their 
money’s worth, was a valid request and should have never 
been denied, merely as a matter of good faith if nothing 
else. There again. Gov. Brown failed.

there are other weaknesses to the bonding proposal, 
but once again it can prove to be a definite beginning in 
solving California’s critical water tangle. 

Knowing politics—and politicians—we are reasonably 
certain that the overall cost will eventually be twice the 
contemplated $1,750 million.
